The classics and philosophy are 
supposed to form an excellent 
foundation for divinity. The 
prospective student of medicine 
is usually advised to study na- 
tural science in college as a 
preparation for his work in me- 
dicine. As a general thing the 
future lawyer studies more clas- 
sics, much more history, yov- 
ernment and economics, and far 
less natural science Lhan the 
student who will some day be a 
physician. The proposition 
that as a preparation for the 
study of law of medicine it 
makes little differences what sub- 
ject is mainly pursued in colle 
would probably meet with dis- 
approval from ecueators and 
laymen alike. 

Some of our current education 
al theories, however, have been 
arrived at rather by deduction 
from hypotheses than by the ex 
perimental methods of induc 
tive enquiry. A study of the 
statistics of Harvard College 
and Harvald Law and Medical 
schools was recently undertaken 
by Professor A. Lawreave bow 
ell, of Harvard, and the conolu 
sions are primted in the current 
number of the Educationnl Ke 
view. The chief result of the 
enquiry seems to be that what 
makes the yreatest difference in 
the achievements of the ctulents 
in these professional schools is 
not what subject is mainly stu- 
died in college, but with what 
intensity the subject stucied is 


imch pursued.
